Union is “ill-advised” and may “seri- 
ously prejudice” farmers’ chances of 
retaining valuable markets for their 
produce. This is the view taken of 
the strike plan by the Alberta 
government in a statement issued 
Thursday by Premier Manning. 


Plan for the strike was announced 
this week by executive of the A.F.U. 
with non-delivery of produce to 
become effective at midnight Friday. 

Mr. Manning said the government 
learned of the strike proposal with 
“sincere regret”. His statement said: 
“A comparison of the farmers’ posi- 
tion today with that of pre-war 
years shows that substantial pro- 


gress can be and has been made. | 
| It is, therefore, most regretable that 


at this crucial stage the farmers’ 
own best interests should be jeop- 
ardized by such ill-advised action 
as the proposed non-delivery strike. 
Cannot be Effective 


“The nature of the farmers’ prob- 
lems is such that a non-delivery 
strike cannot possibly be an effec- 
tive method of accomplishing their 
Objective. As producers of products 
which ordinarily are sold in highly 
competitive world markets, failure 
now on the part of primary pro- 
ducers in any country to fulfill 
their present marketing agreements 
will seriously prejudice their chances 
of retaining those valuable markets 
in the future. 

“Refusal to deliver their produce 
by a comparatively small 
of farmers in one area of the vast 
agricultural countries of the world, 
affect the overall picture 


strikers’ standpoint and can 
result in unnecessary financial losses 
to the farmers, who are induced to 
participate in such a strike. 


“This is particularly true in north-

HEREFORD, British Zone of 
Germany, — Although the average 
German isn't starving to death, his 
| health is deteriorating steadily on 
a continued diet of undernourish- 
, ment. 


This is opinion of a committee of 
| American, French and_ British 
| nutrition experts who have just 
| completed an extensive survey of 
representative districts of three 


western zones of Germany. 


The object was to find 
whether serious prophecies made 
earlier in the year were proving 
correct, and what effect the sub- 
standard ration was having on dif- 
ferent age groups and classes of 
Germany. 

The committee found abundant 
evidence that physical deterioration 
and lowered resistance to disease 
is widespread. Loss of body weight 
was found to be marked in all clas- 
ses in all parts of the country. 


Children Hardest Hit 
Particularly serious, investigators 
found, is deterioration in health 
of children between. seven and 14 
years. Rickets are making grave 
headway into undernourished bod- 
' ies, with dread tuberculosis, on the 
increase in all districts, a 


scourge. 

Only one thing can arrest the 
serious downward trend in 
of defeated Germany, in the opinion 
of the committee increased 
rations, in particular in cities and 


and Dusseldorf, where citizens 
can't augment their basic rations 
as well as peopl» in rural districts, 

According to the committee, con- 
vincing evidence was found that a 
large proportion of consumers ob- 
tain food over and above the 
| authorized ration, but this extra 
jfood is inequitably spread over 
Germany. Poorer people in large 
cities obtain very little over the 
bare ration while a considerable 
portion of the population is able 
to add more than 300 calories extra 
to the daily ration of about 1,200. 

Fear Winter Serious 

The report highlighted what is 
pretty general known concerning 
Germany's food position that 
| they are “getting by” this summer 
| with the aid of garden and farm 
produce, but might not during the 
winter when they won't have such 
produce.

WASHINGTON, (AP)— The atom 
bomb’s radium-like poison can pene 
trate a tightly closed ship and spread 
death throughout the interior,

In Alberta Crop’ 


CALGARY, (CP)— The 1946 Al- 
berta wheat crop will be considerably 
less than average quality, the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool said Wednesday. 
Less than 20 percent will grade No. 
1 northern and probably only 70 
percent will make the top three 
grades Further frost in the western 
and northern parts of the province 
may reduce the grade even farther. 

The same factors causing the 
poor quality are cutting heavily into 
the yield. In the south it is severe 
heat and drought in July, in the 
north it is a July frost. Much of the 
wheat is of light weight, which re- 
duces the volume as well as the 
grade, the report said. 

On Aug, 31, 43 percent of the Al- 
berta wheat was cut, 11 percent 
threshed, 38 percent of the coars 
grains cut, and seven percent 
threshed, These figures are slightly 
behind those of last year largely be- 
cause of the poor weather last week 

The pool revised its estimated 

yields in every crop. Following are 
this week’s estimate with that ol 
a week ago in brackets: 
Wheat, 19.6 (19.9), oats 39.7 (40.4), 
barley, 28.4 (28.8); fall rye, 16.5 (16

Polio Cause Major Puzzle; 


Is Greatest Disease Menace 


WASHINGTON, ‘(NANA)—Polio- 


myelttis, despite the most intensive 
research work all over the country 
devoted to any single malady for 
more than a decade, remains about 
the most puzzling of ep 'dem-c 
diseases—and potentially one of the 


greatest menaces to the human 
race, The continent now is ex- 
periencing one of its worst polio 
epidemics. 

Polio’s behavior is a bundle of 
contradicions, say virus disease 


nuthorities of the National Institute 
of Health, It is well known, for 
example, that at least 99 percent of 
) all persons in the U.S. in areas 
where tests have been made have 
had the disease at some time. | In 
some groups this runs as high as 
100 percent of all persons more than 


20 years old Only about one in 
1,000 ever had the sliehtest sus- 
picion of their having polio. Either 


there were no symptoms whatsoever, 
or the victims may have only felt 
a trifle off form for a day or two. 
The almost universal prevalence 
of polio becomes appsrent from 
blaod serum tests. In the blood of 
nearly every American adult there 
are polio antibodies which, so far 
as known, could not have been form- 
ed except in response to an attack 
of the disease itself. As one goes 
down the age scale below 20, fewer 
and fewer persons have these anti- 
bodies and they d'seppear entirely 
in the blood serum of small cildver 
This leads to the conclusion thot 
nobody is born immune to the 
disease.

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Parity Prices 

The farmer is entitled to parity prices — 
that is, prices for his products fairly in line 
with the prices he has to pay for what he 
must buy. That is axiomatic. Otherwise 
the farmer would be headed for bankruptcy 
and his position hopeless from the stand- 
point of making money and even the stand- 
point of enjoying a reasonable standard of 
living. 

What would be a parity scale of prices 
for farm products at present can only be 
guessed at. No one. official or other, has the 
detailed information necessary to work out 
such a scale on a basis of dependable fact, 
and applicable to any considerable area. 
This information could only be obtained by 
investigation, comprehensive and thorough, 
with all factors taken into consideration and 
due allowance made for price variation as 
between one district and another, It was 


not unreasonable on the part of the A.F.U. | 


to ask for such an investigation. 

But it is not to be overlooked that an 
inquiry of that kind would be a time-con- 
suming business. The investigators would 
have to go back of price schedules and lbok 
into actual production costs — on the farm 
and elsewhere, They would have to study 
production methods, to find out whether 
prices are swelled by inefficiency — on the 
farm or elsewhere. They would have to 
examine relative schedules in each trading 
zone. It would be sanguine to suppose they 
could get through with the job in less than 
a year. 

It is also to be noted that prices of 
machinery and other supplies which the far- 
mer has to buy are at present subject to 
inflationary influence, Price contro] sets 
only the maximum. It .does not say that 
prices shall be at this maximum. But scar- 


city of supply keeps them up to that limit. | 
Nothing will or can bring them down but | 


increased production of the scarce imple- 
ments and other farm requirements. Under 


-production of these things is the root cause | 


of present high prices — and of the dis- 
equilibrium which has led the Farmers’ Un- 
jon to announce a non-delivery strike in 
Alberta. 

Refusal of farmers to supply food to 
townsfolk would of course cause immediate 
hardship and suffering, in proportion as the 
stoppage reached serious proportions. Such 
a strike could not bring parity prices to far- 
mers forthwith, nor on any basis other than 
guessing what farm product prices should 
be. But as the threat is made, with a time- 
limit attached, notice is thereby served on 
those in other occupations that boosting 
wages, rentals and other items which force 
industrial prices up to the limit is dangerous. 

The direct, and the quickest, way to al- 
lay farmer discontent is to step up the pro- 


duction, and thereby ease down the prices, of | 


the things the farmer has to buy. 


The Right to Choose 

The Greeks voted to recall King George 
and continue the constitutional monarchy, 
They have been arguing about the relative 
merits of the monarchial and republican sys- 
tems, and periodically breaking into rioting 
and open party warfare, since the days of 
World War No. 1, The outcome of the 
plebiscite is not therefore a snap verdict. 

Nor was it the result of outside inter- 
fe: ence, 
went it was all anti-monarchy. British 
troops were and are’in the country on in- 
vitation of the Greek government, and to 
preserve order only, The Greeks voted as 
they wanted to vote, after long — and at 
times super-heated discussion of 
question. 

Which way they voted was no proper 
business of the outside world. They are 
entitled to live under the governmental set-up 
which seems to them most likely to preserve 
national solidarity and promote their own 
welfare and contentment. 

But what outsiders are properly interes- 
ted in is that the verdict was decisive. Ap- 
parently the monarchists won out by approx- 
imately two to one. 
importance to the neighboring countries and 
the world, for Greece is one of the danger 
points in Europe 

That is the only Balkan country that is 
free from outside dominance the one 
stronghold of democracy in that war-breed- 
ing peninsula. That the Greeks know their 
own national mind and have declared for 
stability in emphatic terms is all to the good, 
It will be the duty, and very much to the in- 
terest, of the great democracies to see that 
Greece is not penalized or interfered with 
because its decision may not suit the views 
or the interests of its neighbors.

No targeis have 
been set, no farmer can tell whether 
ten years from now, it will be the 
government's policy to encourage 
cereal and livestock production, 
dairy farming and market garden- 
ing. 

Before the war, Britain used to 
grow 30 per cent of her food re- 
quirements calculated on a calorie 
basis, During the war, by immense 
exertions offset to some extent by 
manpower shortages, production 
was raised to cover 40 per cent of 
our requirements. This represented 
an increase of 33 1-3 per cent in 
productive capacity, but the island 
is still a long way from becoming 
anything like self-supporting, To- 
day Britain probably is growing 
about 39 per cent of her total re- 
quirements,

THE MAIN weapon used in 
achieving this impressive result was 
the government subsidy, Sometimes 
this was given in direct form to 
the farmer, as in the case of the 
two-pound per acre subsidy for 
ploughing grassland. Sometimes it 
took the form of a guaranteed price 
|to the farmer for some crop, coup]- 
ed with a subsidy to the deeler 
which kept the retail price down 
thus preventing a rise in the cost 
of living.
